EUGENIE AND CARLOTTA, 


T he Tw o W idow ed Ex-Em presses. 
Philadelphia Bulletin. 
There nrc two widowed ex-empresses io 
Europe, whose condition naturally exci.es 
me tender commiseration cl all sympa­ 
thetic souls: Carlotta cl 
Belgium—the 
•‘poor Carlotta,” whose Dame was the last 
uttered bv Maximilian of Mexico—and 
Eugtme of France,or rather ol £paio, wLo 
is worse than widowed since the tragic 
death ol her only aud beloved child iu 
South Africa. Thousands of other Jiving 
women are in misery or ic madness as the. 
result ot the loss ot husband or children. 
But these two exalted ladies excite greater 
and wider sympathy by the contrast ol 
their present condition with their tormer 
splendor of tile and the title “imperial,” 
which is so often mistakenly supposed to 
indicate great mental or moral superiority. 
Borne cf our journals, in coupling the 
names ot the ex-empress ct Mexico and 
the ex-empress ot France, and presenting 
the two sorrowing womcu as being alike 
pitiable, compel a comparison ot their 
cases ; but while they are totally dissimilar, 
there is a connection between them, the 
consideration of which does not bring any 
advantage to the widow cf Napoleon Iii. 
Tnt war made by France on Mexico was 
one ol the most wanton, wastelul and cruel 
enterprises of the late French emperor. 
But he was urged to ll by certain politicians 
and speculators, and the Empress Eugenie 
joined them io persuading him to under­ 
take it. E ycq a little moderate opposition 
to it from her might have dissuaded him. 
She approved oi the selection of the Aus­ 
trian 
Archduke Maximilian 
as 
the 
man 
to 
wear 
the 
imperial 
purple 
in 
Mex.co 
after 
the 
Republic was overthrown and she professed 
me tenderest affection tor him and his 
devoted wile when they departed to as­ 
sume their new dignities. 
Carlotta hid 
every reason to hope and believe that in 
case of any trouble befalling her husbaud 
>r herself, the all powerful emperor ol 
france would come to their rebel, and his 
autilul, captivating, and affectionate em • 
press would extend her womanly and her 
imperial support lo another woman who 
needed it. 
The French enterprise in Mexico (ailed, 
or rather had to be abandoned atter the 
Jm ttd States government had put dowu 
the rebellion in the slave states; and Max­ 
imilian was letl to lake care of himself in 
LSCC. ills noble and devoted wile deter­ 
mined to save him, departed hurriedly 
to Europe. She went first to Fans, and al 
he fulleries besought inc Emperor to 
end troops to save her husband, and she 
uiplorcd the Empress Eugenic lo assist 
her in her appeal. 
She was sent away 
with polite bat hypocritical words, and no 
promise of the help she sought, 
lier mad­ 
ness began then, and it was made com ­ 
plete and chiouic when*, alter Hying to 
Borne and begging Pope i>ius to use his 
mil Hence with the French e m p to r a*.d 
«in press in behalf of her husband, she was 
toid£that nothing could be done. 
The 
march 
ot 
events went on 
rapidly 
iu 
Mexico. 
Maxmiliau 
was cap­ 
tured, tried and condemned, and on the 
I9ih o! July, 1807, he was shot. Carlotta 
aas remained a maniac during all these 
twelve years since she was turned away 
from the Tuilieries with her petition re­ 
fused. The ex-Empre«« Eugenic made 
a,acy mistakes wnen she undertook to 
advise lo affairs of state. She urged ber 
Husband to the war against Austria in 1809, 
which cost France a great deal of money 
iud brought hula small return of glory. 
She was eager for the war against Prussia 
iu 1870. which she al first proudly called 
in r own war —*: a <juerre'' Rut the worst 
mistake, aud ttu duelist iu its results, was 
(hat of urging the expedition to Mexico, 
which would not have taken place ti id she 
opposed it. 
Had Eugenie advised wisely 
on this and the other great projects ct 
Napoleon I ii. and his corrupt crew’ oi 
councillors, Maximilian might yet have 
bren alive aud happy with his good wile 
at Miramar ; the French empire might 
have anil existed, aud Eugenie's son m:gut 
nave been secure on his lather’s throne, 
instead ol being a victim cl Atrican sava­ 
ges, fighting against them under the Hag ol 
England 
But 
Eugenie 
was 
foolish, 
ambitious and headstrong, and the calami- : 
fes that have befallen her do not exalt her 
history to the grand tragic dignity that 
must always attach to the story of “Poor 
Carlotta.”

The Largest and Finest Steamer Afloat. 
Harper’* Weekly. 
The new steamer Arizona, of the Wil­ 
liams & Guoin Line, which reached this 
port on her first trip a few days since, is 
me largest passenger vessel afloat, except 
the Great J^astern. 
She outstripped her 
schedule time by a full day, making the 
run (rom Queens own to New York in 
seven days, eleven hours, and twenty-two 
in mutes. 
Her officers claim that she will 
Jo sui! better when ber machinery has 
bee it used for a little while. 
Lier model is one of the finest it is possi­ 
ble to imagine, her lints aud clear sheer 
being those of a racing yacht, and her lour 
masts aud two funnels, all of which have a 
blight rake, add an extra nautical feature 
to the generally graceful appearance of the 
snip. She is 405 feet in length, 64 feet 
beam, 37J>2 feet in depth of hold, and close 
on 0,000 tons burden. 
Her engines are the 
la'esi improvement on 
the compound 
principle, there being one high and two 
lo*’ pressure cylinders, of an indicated 
horse-power of 7,000. 
Sue is propelled 
with a foui-aladed screw 23 feet in diam­ 
eter, with a pitch ol 33 feet. 
The steam is 
generated by seven double-ended boilers, 
aud the consumption of coal is estimated at 
about IOO tons per day for full steaming 
purposes. There are on the main deck five 
powerful 
steam winches, with double- 
gearing steam capstan tor working the 
ancHor, etc. She Is steered from the bridge 
by steam, aDd in case of accident is fitted 
up Arith the m ud manual steering gear in 
a a heel house, protected by a strong iron 
turtle back deck. 
There are also steam 
pumps and a powerful engine, by which 
any quantity ut waler can be brought to 
any part of the ship in a few seconds. The 
whole of the main deck affords a splendid 
promenade. There is a fiat* stretch ut clear 
deck upward ut 400 feet, and it can be 
used in all kinds ut weather, as it is pro­ 
ud* d overhead by the pr< jtctiog sides of 
the spacious saloon desk.

permanent seats on each ti Ie ut the deck 
homes will afford pakSeugtrs an easy 
lounge.
